PRINE AGAIN 
IN HIS PALACE.

DURAZZO (Albania) May 24.— 
Prince Willlam of Albania, formerly 
Prince William of Wied, upon whom 
the rulership of Albania was con- 
ferred by the powers last February, is 
again in the palace of Durazzo, 
guarded by Italian marines. 

Outside the city the insurgent sup- 
porters of Essad Pasha, former Min- 
ister of War, who a few days ago was 
deported, are threatening the exist- 
ence of the new regime.

of the many Americans who lost 
heavily in that country on account of 
the war between the different fac- 
tions, Speck, through personal experi- 
ence, ie able to give interesting in- 
formation of the true conditions as 
they exist below the’border.

Congressional leaders admitted to- 
day, however, that if the Senate un- 
dertakes to put through anti-trust leg- 
islation of a comprehensive nature, 
adjournment can hardly be taken until 
late in the fall. . 

BRADLEY'S DEATH. 

The death of Senator Bradley and 
the fact that the Senate undoubtedly 
will adjourn tomorrow out of respect 
for his memory, makes it probable 
that debate on the tolls repeal bill 
cannot be closed before late Friday. 
As many amendments and substitutes 
have been offered vote on the bill 
itself probably cannot be taken until 
next week. 

SECOND ANTI-TRUST BILL. 


Meanwhile the House will take up 
the second of its anti-trust measures, 
having put through the trade com- 
mission bill without a change.

City May Cut Off Funds from 
the “Movie” Board, 
Called Too Much Pink Tea; 
Not Enough “Action.” 


Internal Woes Would Make a 
Fair Film Themselves. 


In an effort to learn why there 
is such a thing as the Board of 
Censors of Moving Pictures, the 
Budget Committee of the city gov- 
ernment is holding up the $3000 ap-

Many” Congressmen favor government 
supervision of farm loans, but not partici- 
pation. They believe that lending of credit 
should be done by the States and not by 
the national government, because of the 
great size of the United States and vary- 
ing condition in different localities. Con- 
gressman Moss of Indiana gives voice to 
the idea as follows: 

“A State can make a better law to 

apply to local conditions than it is pos- 
sible for the national government to 
make. It is impracticable to éstablish 
one rate of interest for the whole coun- 
try because of variations in land values, 
security, crop conditions and so forth, 
and if the government is to loan money to. 
farmers ho discrimination can be made 
in the interest rates. It is invariably 
true also that land values will rise as 
the interest rate lowers. Furthermore, 
it is not likely that the government can 
go out and get billions of dollars by 
selling bonds at 3 or 34% per cent., and 
it will take billions of dollars the first 
year if the government foes into the 
business of looning money to farmers.

GOD BY HIMSELF, ALTHOUGH 
MUCH MISTAKEN. 

How the bridge of Golgotha brought 
man nearer to God only in atonement 
and reconciliation was told yesterday 
by Dr. Balcom Shaw of Immanuel 
Church. In part he 
sai 


“The theologians compress this 
whole verse into one word. It is 
difficult to. get it over one’s lips, so 
hig and clumey is it, but, once over, 
it expresses exactly the idea here in 
the mind of the Psalmist— 
“anthropomorphism”—a combination 
of two Greek words which means giv- 
ing God the form or aspect of a man. 

“The ancients were not the only 
ones who did this. It is as much 
our habit as it was theirs. Measuring 
God by ourselves, is a kind of second 
nature with man. Confucius has a 
saying about man’s relationship to 
man that might be affirmed with 
equal aptness of man’s relation to 
God: ‘By nature we approximate; it 
is experience that drives us apart.’ 
That dire experience of the human 
race, sin, has introduced an  incal- 
culable’ distance between God and 
man. True that chasm has been 
bridged by grace. Jesus swung a 


“Firat for Thirst”— 


span across it when on Golgotha He 
threw out His hand and gave up His 
life as a propitiation for the sin of 
the world. But that bridge brings 


and reconciliation. 
capacity, equality, ere. com 
cerned, the Creator and His human 
creatures are still far apart. Only 
faith has vision long or strong enough 
to see that far and distinguish the 
difference. And it is because we try 
to cover the distance with the naked 
eye that, like mariners at sea, we 
mistake the enveloping haze for the 
outiines of the horizon, 

“Ard little faith, little reverence. 
The familiarity with. which some 
modern people speak of God is the 
result of their sight-bound miscalcula- 
tion of that intervening distance. God 
seems too much like themselves for 
them to fear or stand in awe of Him.

(may I not say exclusive?) use of 
the field glass of faith, look with me 
across this limitless expanse and see 
if we cannot get something like a 
true observation of the being and 
character of God.

the Divine Father, and you will not 
fail to realize and believe that God is 
infinitely wiser, juster and more truly 
benevolent than man could ever be, 
and that, therefore, He can be al- 
ways calmly trusted and depended 
upon.
